“ARMS AND THE MAN. 


_ CRIMINAL COURT STORIES. 
a 


One result of the new Ordinance 
which provides that arms cases, 
must.be sent for trial to the 
Criminal Court unless the police 
request otherwise was, reflected in 
the unusual length of the calendar 
for the October Criminal Sessions 
which began this morning. In all 
there were 21 cases on the list and 
of these 12 were indictments in 
respect of unlawful possession of 
‘arms. 

Several of the prisoners pleaded 
euanty and these the Chief Justice 
Sir William Rees Davies K.C.) 
dealt with, 


NEMESIS KNOCKED ON 
THE HEAD. 


. Though he looked a_ prosaic 
enough individual, the first 
prisoner to come up for sentence 
tumed out to be the central figure 
of a highly dramati¢ story the 
closing chapters of which the 
Chief Justice found it necessary at 
any rate to postpone. Formerly a 
cook on the “President McKialey,” 
the man was arrested whea he 
came ashore with a brand new 
revolver and 100 rounds of 
ammunition in his possession. He 
explained to the Chief Justice this 
morning that he brought the 
revolver here from America in 
order to avenge his wife, whom 
some robbers in Heungshan had 
taken away and “cut open.” 

In imposing a sentence of nine 
months’ jail the Chief Justice in- 
dicated that he was taking it into 
account that the man quite likely 
was ignorant of the law and had 
no intention of committing any 
offence here. : 

JAIL FOR JUDAS. 

Two very youthful prisoners, 
one Ig and the other, 21 were the 
next toappear. They were called 
Li Shiand Li Tong and the charge 
against them alleged that they 
were in possession of a loaded 
revolver. 

Li Shi admitted possession 
but said Li Tong gave the 
revolver. to him. Li Tong 
agreed that this was so and, 
questioned by the Chief Justice 
about his motive for so doing, con= 
fessed that he hoped to getare- 
ward for bringing about Li Shi’s 


arrest. 

The Chief Justice told Li Tong 
that this was a cowardly thing to 
do and that he was the worse of the 
two. The sentence in his case, 
His Henour indicated, wouid be 
three years’ hard: labour, with 10 
strokes of the cat, As to Li Shi 
the Chief Justice said he did not 
consider his case to be as bad as 
the other. There was, however, 
no justification whatever for 
his having been, in possession 
of a revolver and he would be 
sentenced to two years’ hard 
labour, with 12 strokes of the birch. 


HINT FOR CSP. 
From His Honour the next case 
drew some comment upon the 
attitude of the police in regard to 
the commiteal of arms cases. It 
had been explained. by Mr. A. 
Dyer Ball, who represented the

SUFFERING.

Sir—I have just been reading 
the sermon preached on Sunday 
morming by the Rev. H. Copley 
Moyle, as reported in the Daily 
Press of yesterday. The preacher's. 
obvious “philosophic doubt” on 
the matter of evil and suffering 
have led me to hope that he: will 
give me the benefit.of his views on 
a point which he omitted on Sune 
day, if he is correctly, reported. 

. The earthquake in Japan brought 
about an immense amount of suffer= 
ing. We must assume that the 
disaster occurred with God’s pers 
mission, since I take it: that Mr. 
Moyle does not dispute the omnipos 
tence of the Deity. This suffering, 
itis conceivable, might be designed 
to correct the sufferers, oF to serve 
as a warning to others. But alarge 
proportion of the victims is dead, 
They, therefore, can only be in- 
sended as warnings, for correction 
ceases with death.

WHAT BOOKMAKERS 


A Commission is now consider- 
ing whether a tax on bookmakers’ 
receipts is feasible or not. 

This question, which arose out of 
last Budget statement, provoked a 
significant admission by a London
